WON'T WOKK. 


The idea that the necessary changes can 


be made in the State Constitution as well 
by amendment as by a Constitutional COD- 
vention, ia a fallacious one unwarranted and 
by theresnlUintheSi&te. In tbe first place, 
even admitting that it could ba done with 
as much certainty in that way, it would re- 
qnire fonr year? to effect what can be ac- 
oomphbhed in six months by a convention. 
The amendments woald have to be sub- 
mitted to two Legislatures and if not sub- 
mitted to the people until the succeeding 
gendral »lection they would not beoom* 
Operative until tbe first of January 1895, or 


lew weeks before that time. A Constila- 
ional Convention could meet and complete 
its labors before tbe first of June, 1891; tbe 
tew constitution could be submitted to and 
adopted by tbe people and be in forc» by 
the first of the following August. Every- 
body admits that tbe change should be made 
as quickly as possible, and by the conven- 
tion method fonr years are saved as against 
the regular mnendment routine, and con- 
siderably upwards of two, if the amend- 
ments should bo submitted as in 1889. In 
two years' time, enough money woald be 
saved to tbe people of the State, five times 
over, under such a constitution as would 


certain to be formulated, to defray the 


expense of putting it in operation. 


And then tbe uncertainty of the amend- 


ment method. The few comparatively nn- 
important ones now in force are the excep- 
tional ones as against hundreds of others 
that have failed to run the gauntlet of the 
complications, c&prices, 
ignorance, and

s an instance—At the session of 1885, 
ir the convention proposition bad been 
eated, a joint committee from the Sen-

weeks of the session It was laborious work,

DUCK 
TAXATION. 


We beliere, without exception, says tbe 


Reveille, every piper in the State) iu in 
favor of reducing the expense of the State 
government, also the expense of the county 
governments, bnt as yet we fail to see any 
two agree on tbe proper mode of proced- 
ure, end tbe Beveille admits that it, too, is' 
as ignorant as to the best manner to bring 
this abont as any of tbe other papers. We 
believe, however, by consolidating the sev- 
eral counties, making abont one-half of 
the number at present, that by so doing we 
will reduce the expenses, at least, one-half. 
Annex the two different counties adjoining 
each other, thereby making bnt one county 
out of every two and consolidating the 
county governments, we believe wonld bt 
acceptable to the people and taxpayers at 
large, and it woald reduce their taxes at 
least one-half. Then, if some more of the 
county offices coald be consolidated, it cer- 
tainly, in that way, wonld cut down the 
expenses o! the county, as well as reducing 
taxaiioo. The battle, "in case that woald 
be acceptable to the people," woald be in 
the name. Eureka would not like to lose 
her birth right, Elko or Nje wonld want to 
hold on to theirs and Lincoln and White 
Fine would probably b« in tbe same boat, 
while Lander, the mother of counties, 
would never be willing to give up or con- 
sent to part with her name, Lander. While 
we believe the people of Lander county are 
willing to enter into bonds matrimonial 
vith any-other county to join territories, 
its citizens will insist that the territory 
shall still hold to the name of Lander, 
from the fact that she generously furnished 
all the territory south and east of here that 
made the counties of Elko, Eureka, Nye, 
White Fine and Lincoln, therefore she 
could not, "in case each a thing should 
occur of consolidating the several coun- 
ties," consent willingly to be attached to 
any other territory, bat that tbe other 
county or territory must be attached to 
Lander,
